BUCHAREST, July 27 (AP). — 
British authorities at Port Said 
were reported to be “forcibly hold- 
ing” three Rumanian ships today 
as a reprisal against confiscation

The Ministry of Marine, which 
announced the seizures, listed the 
vessels as the 4501-ton freighter 
Bucegi and two oil tankers. 

The tankers were identified as 
the 6394-ton Oltenia and the 5311- 
ton Steaua Romana by the Ger- 
man wireless, which also said it 
had heard unconfirmed reports that 
Rumania had retaliated by seizing 
18 British boats on the Danube 
River. 

Official quarters characterized 
the British action as “unwar- 
ranted.”

program of sports for its youtn.” 

“The qualities which make a suc- 
cessfiil athlete, such as quick co- 
ordination of mind and muscle, the 
ability to take in a situation at 
a glance and to make a decision 
instantaneously, the competive 
spirit, and the ability to join in 
team work, are also qualities that 
make a successful aviator,” Dr. 
Everett Edmondson of Northwest- 
ern University said today. 

“We should, therefore, encourage 
the active participation in sports 
of all the youth of our country, 
and we should develop as soon as 
possible a broad program that will 
make such participation possible.” 

Dr. Edmondson is in charge of 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority 
program at Northwestern, one of 
the few Ph.

R. COLLINS A. LE MASTER was 

given wide publicity for the reasons 
for his retirement from the practice of 
dentistry. He must now accept responsi- 
bility for two rather weak reasons which 
he gave. 

1. His specialty of dental radiology ap- 
parently suffered because other practic- 
ing dentists were competent enough to do 

théir own X-ray work and interpretation. 
2. He “saw it all coming 10 years ago,” 
yet he wasn't among the leaders of the 
rank and file of organized dentistry who 
sought ways and means of providing good 
dentistry to all groups, regardless of their 
ability to pay. 

Under the Missouri plan for dental 
care, approximately 700 dentists in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County agreed to 
accept referral cases from the Medical- 
Dental Service Bureau when recommend- 
ed by the dental social service case work- 
er. Dr. Le Master played no part in the 
extension of this care to the dental! in- 
digents. 

His statement in reference to this or- 
ganization of 135,000 St. Louisans and 
200,000 in the metropolitan area is ridic- 
ulous. Our members choose their own 
physicians and all approved hospitals are 
available to members.

A SUPER-GOVERNMENT IS EXPOSED. 
Conviction of Frank Boehm, the master-mind back 
of the Union Electric Co.’s wholesale perversion of 
government, is a brilliant victory for justice. The 
former executive vice-president of the $257,000,000 
utility, found guilty yesterday of perjury in testi- 
mony before the SEC, is one of the big fish that often 
go free while the minnows in the criminal seas get 
caught. 

Boehm’s trial, which lasted 24 eye-opening days, 
has afforded the public the first fairly complete pic- 
ture of the super-government which the cynical of- 
ficers of Union Electric erected to put themselves 
above legal regulation. 

From Governor and Supreme Court Judge to Coun- 
ty Judge and local tax assessor, there seem to have 
been few officials in Missouri whom Union Electric 
did not try to place under obligation by means of 
cash contributions. : 

.. To this end, Boehm and his handy man, Albert 
C. Laun, with the apparent blessing of their chief, 
Louis Egan, raised a slush fund in excess of $579,000. 
Both the manner of raising and of expending this 
huge sum offers the innocent citizen some extremely 
enlightening pointers on government. 

With fine impartiality, and in brazen disregard of 
the Corrupt Practices Act, Union Electric contribut- 
ed to Democratic and Republican campaign funds 
alike. The names of those who sought and received 
contributions—that is, those who were parties to 
flouting the law—include some of the leading mem- 
bers of the legal and banking professions hereabouts, 
as well as outstanding political figures. 

Some of the minor figures candidly admit they 
received donations from Union Electric. Some others, 
like Jesse Barrett, who got $4000 in his campaign for 
Governor in 1936, assert that they were taken in by 
the generous Mr. Laun when he planked down the 
cash and told them it came simply from “friends.” 

Such trust was a convenient as well as a touching 
thing in a man who, as former Attorney-General 
of Missouri, was thoroughly acquainted with the law. 
One had merely to say in a bold voice, “This isn't 
utility money, now, is it?” And, with a negative 
answer, the whole transaction was cleansed and 
sanctified. That, at least, seems to have been the 
theory. 

Gov. Stark, Mr. Barrett’s successful opponent in 
1936, has expressed an incapacity to believe that the 
late William Ledbetter, one of his campaign mana- 
gers, received a contribution of $3500, as Laun testi- 
fied. But Laun’s story of having handed the money 
to Ledbetter in the lobby of the Jefferson Hotel, and 
of having been embarrassed at the thanks of the 
recipient, delivered in indiscreetly robust tones, bears 
the mark of authenticity. 

In St. Louis, Mr. Boehm and Mr.’ Laun played both 
sides of the street, contributing handsomely to Mayor 
Dickmann’s campaign chest, while keeping Justice of 
the Peace Jimmy Miller on generous retainer. 

Nor did Union Electric confine its subsidies of 
public officials to campaign contributions. For ex- 
ample, there was the case of the payment of $18,- 
000 to the late Nike Sevier, Circuit Judge of Cole 
County, who had jurisdiction over any appeals which 
the company might take from the rulings of the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission. 

The company gave Judge Sevier this largess over a 
period of two years, ostensibly to act as its secret 
legislative agent, but it is significant that he was 
paid much more generously than his predecessor in 
this capacity—a man who had merely his influence 
as State Parole Commissioner to trade upon. 

The transcript of the evidence in the Boehm trial 
leaves the disciplinary committees of the bar associa- 
tions of Missouri, Illinois and Iowa with certain man- 
ifest duties to perform. There can hardly be a more 
palpable infraction of the professional code of ethics 
than the clandestine splitting of fees, with the rebates 
going into a slush fund with which to corrupt pub- 
lic officials. 

This is the offense of Guy C. McMillan of St. Louis, 
Benjamin P. Alschuler of Aurora, Ill., E. Bentley 
Hamilton of Peoria and Rex Fowler of Des Moines. 
The “kickbacks” of these attorneys total more than 
$363,000. 

It will be an interesting sidelight on how seri- 
ously the bar takes its professional code to inquire a 
few months hence as to the status of disbarment 
proceedings against these men. It will disclose 
whether the bar has One code for obscure shysters and 
another for substantial legal lights. 

By no means the whole picture of “government by 
utility” in this area has been disclosed in the Boehm 
trial. There are reports from sources which should 
know that Missouri was divided into spheres of in- 
fluence presided over by several utilities playing 
the game of Union Electric. And it is not the utili- 
ties alone which have sought to purchase influence 
in the Legislature and elsewhere. 

Additional evidence should come to light when the 
Securities and Exchange Commission holds its sched- 
uled public hearings on Union Electric’s political ac- 
tivities. The rules which limited the range of evi- 
dence in the Boehm trial will not then apply. There 
will be nothing to prevent delineation of the whole 
picture, in all its astonishing ramifications. 

Popular government has suffered from the cyni- 
cal disregard of the laws set up to prevent corrupt 
politics from intervening between the agencies of 
government and the authority of the voters. 

This whole shadow. government must be thor- 
oughly exposed and uprooted. Then the Union Elec- 
tric investigation will have borne full fruit, 
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With Paris blacked out, London is reported as 
trying to muscle ahead of New York as the world’s 
fashion center. Fondly as she loves her British 
cousins, the American woman, we're telling you, will 
never wear English clothes. 
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PHILLIPSBURG’S BLAZE OF GLORY. 

Phillipsburg, Kan., has at last made the front page, 
but it had to burn up to do it. Phillipsburg has 
been the hottest of them all, and Phillipsburg sur- 
passed itself Thursday when it shoved the mercury 
up to 116, That made such swelterers as Chicago 
and Kansas City seem almost like bosky dells. 

As far as we know, this is Phillipsburg’s first head- 
lined hour. Unlike the typical Kansas community— 
Dodge City, for example, or Olathe, or Coffeyville, or 
Baxter Springs—Phillipsburg has hidden its light 
under a bushel. Perhaps it belongs to Kansas only 
geographically. As the map clearly shows, it is 
away up there on the Nebraska border, scarcely more 
than a stone's throw from McCook, the dreary Iber- 
ian village that sent George Norris to Washington. 
Phillipsburg is not so far longitudinally from Denver, 
though climatically. it toasts its toes on the equator. 

Thus far we have been examining the records of 
Thursday. How it fared with Phillipsburg yesterday, 
or the other Kansas Tophets, we have yet to learn, 
Chicago sent out the good tidings that the heat wave 


was breaking and temperatures throughout the Mid- 
dle West were tumbling. Maybe so. But the folks 
of Phillipsburg, we venture, saw no icicles festooning 
the glittering eaves on Friday, July 26, and neither 
did the sprightly pedestrians in St. Louis. 
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SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST THE POLICE. 

The month-old strike at the Century Electric Co. 
has led to the fatal stabbing of a striker, Oscar Buck- 
ley, 29-year-old father of two small children, by 
Norman Pirtle, a new employe of the company. The 
courts will pass judgment in this deplorable tragedy 
in due course. Meanwhile, the killing turns a spot- 
light on charges by the Electrical Workers’ Union 
that the St. Louis police have,gone far beyond their 
function as impartial keepers of the peace at the 
scene of the strike. The strikers say that the police 
have interfered with distribution of handbills and 
have so restricted picketing as to make it ineffective. 

But what is more serious—although such a course 
as flying in the face of the United States Supreme 
Court decisions guaranteeing the right to distribute 
handbills would be serious enough—the police have, 
according to the strikers, carried on a campaign of 
annoyance and harassment. One after another tells 
how detectives have come to his residence in the dark 
of the night, roused him from his bed, and with a 
show of authority and force, taken him to the police 
station, “to see the Captain,” sometimes to be held 
for hours without a charge. 

St. Louis is entitled to know the facts in their 
entirety. If what the strikers say is true, then St. 
Louis has departed a long way from its historic 
policy of fairness in labor disputes and devotion to 
civil rights. : 

The issue is larger than the strike at the Century 


‘plant. That strike merely is the one out of which 
‘the fatal stabbing grew; reports of persistent Police 
|Department harassment of strikers have been com- 
|'mon in other labor disputes. The investigation which 
the Civil Liberties Committee of St. Louis is conduct- 
ing embraces the problem in its entirety. 

It is inconceivable, however, that State authority 
should leave it to an outside agency such as the Civil 
Liberties Committee to bring out the facts. The 
Police Board is an arm of the State Government; its 
members are appointees of the Governor. Gov. Stark 
has been asked to look into the ease and thus far, 
so union spokesmen say, he has taken no notice of 
the letters and telegrams that have been sent to him. 

We are expending millions to protect ourselves 
against tyranny on the outside. We should be just as 
alert to root out every suggestion of official oppres- 
sion at home. 

What are the facts about the police and strikers 
in St. Louis, Governor? 


MR. WALLACE WILL RESIGN. 

President Roosevelt’s announcement that Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace will resign his Cabinet post 
before he begins his campaign for the vice-presidency 
removes the possibility of accusations of unfair ad- 
vantage for the Secretary through the widespread 
spending and lending activities of the farm agencies 
under his control. It is all the more welcome because 
it represents a considerable change in attitude on the 
part of Mr. Wallace and his chief, who, a week ago, 
seemed to see no reason for the resignation. Once 
again public opinion, through the press and in in- 
dividual statements, has made itself felt. Score a 
point for the responsiveness of democratic leadership. 
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THE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES FOR GOVERNOR. 

Many commendable proposals appear in the plat- 
forms of the four Republican candidates for their 
party’s nomination for Governor of Missouri. 

Fred A. Bottger, St. Louis lawyer, urges, among 
other things, consolidation of the numerous State 
tax-collection agencies into one revenue department. 
J. Grant Frye, lawyer of Illmo and Cape Girardeau, 
has taken strong stands for a merit system for State 
employes, a State constitutional convention and thor- 
ough reorganization of State departments, a secret 
ballot, public sale of public bonds and use of State 
authority to halt racketeering in labor unions. 

Making his second bid for a gubernatorial nomi- 
nation, Claude L. Lambert, Kansas City chemical 
manufacturer, recommends, to mention only four of 
his planks, an increase in commercial motor truck 
license fees, assistance to sharecroppers in becoming 
farm owners, refinements in the State liquor laws 
and pensions for teachers. Forrest C. Donnell, St. 
Louis lawyer, who also favors several of these pro- 
posals, has emphasized the importance of freedom 
from machine politics and the obligation of the Gov- 
ernor to appoint only fully qualified men to the Po- 
lice and Election boards of Kansas City, 

It is no disparagement of his opponents to say that 
Mr. Donnell will distinguish the Republican ticket 
in Missouri if he receives the nomination. He bears 
an excellent reputation in his profession, whose eth- 
ical standards he has helped improve, and he has been 
a sincere worker in civic, welfare and charitable 
causes. On his record, St. Louis knows Forrest 
Donnell as a good citizen. 
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Here’s Wendell Willkie telling the people of Colo- 
rado there is no such fence-buster in America as 
the indispensable man. We were afraid this would 
be a smear Roosevelt campaign.

HITLER HIMSELF. 


S Hitler mad? I think every- 
| one who has met the Fuehrer 

two or three times must have 
asked himself this question. Any- 
one who has seen this man face to 
face, has met his uncertain glance, 
without depth or warmth, from 
eyes that seem hard and remote, 
and has then seen the gaze grow 
rigid, will certainly have experi- 
enced the uncanny feeling: “That 
man is not normal.” 

Then again he may be seen to 
sit in apathy for a quarter of an 
hour, without speaking a word, 
without even looking up, picking 
his teeth abominably. Has he 
heard anything that was going on? 
Has he been dreaming? Never 
was a real conversation with Hit- 
ler possible. Either he would listen 
in silence, or he would “speechify” 
and not allow one to speak. Or 
he would walk restlessly up and 
down, interrupt constantly, and 
jump from one subject to anothe 
as if unable to concentrate. 

I cannot judge whether Hitler is 
inear madness in the clinical sense. 
‘My own experience of him and 
what I have learned from others 
indicate a lack of control amount- 
ing to total demoralization. His 
shrieking and frenzied shouting, his 
stamping, his tempests of rage— 
all this was grotesque and unpleas- 
ant, but it was not madness. When 
a grown-up man lashes out against 
the walls like a horse in its stall, 
or throws himself on the ground 
his conduct may be morbid, but it 
is more certainly rude and un- 
discilpined. 

Hitler, however, has states that 
approach persecution mania and 
dual personality. His sleeplessness 
is more than the mere result of 
excessive nervous strain. He often 
wakes up in the middle of the night 
and wanders restlessly to and fro. 
Then he must have light every- 
where. Lately he has sent at these 
times for young men who have to 
keep him company during his hours 
a manifest anguish. 


T is terrible to think that a 
madman may be ruling Germany 
and driving the entire world to 
war. And hysteria is infectious. 
Anyone who has _ seen _ splendid 
youngsters, entirely normal, slowly 


through association with hysterical 
women, will not wonder that hys- 
teria should be extending to high 
dignitaries of the Reich, Gauleiter, 
officials, officers and a whole na- 
tion. 

I have frequently heard men con- 
fess that they are afraid of him. 
They have the feeling that 
the man will suddenly spring at 
them and strangle them, or throw 
the inkpot at them, or do some- 
thing senseless. There is a great 
ideal of insincere enthusiasm, with 
eyes hypocritically cast up,-and a 
great deal of self-deception, be- 
hind this talk of an unforgettable 
experience. Most visitors want 
their interviews to be of this kind, 
because so many others have said 
ithat such were their own. . . 
| But is that really all it amounts 
ito, that the visitor was simply 
under the influence of auto-sugges- 
ition during his “great experience?”

GENEVA, July 27 (AP). — The 
League of Nations, weighing an in- 
vitation from Princeton University 


to transftr all its non-political sec- 
tions there, faces a decision which 
may lead to abandonment of its 
$10,000,000 Palace of Peace in 
Geneva. 

The League's supervisory com-

He conferred this afternoon with 
another group of Balkan states- 
men—Premier Bogdan Philoff and 
Foreign Minister Ivan Popoff of 
Bulgaria. Yesterday he received 
the Rumanian Premier and For- 
eign Minister, who then went on to 
Rome for talks with Benito Musso- 
lini and his Foreign Minister. To- 
morrow the Slovakian Premier and 
Foreign Minister will be given Hit- 
ler’s views. 

A communique issued after the 
meeting with the Bulgarians said 
only that conversations had been 
carried on “in the cordial spirit of 
traditional friendship which has 
existed unchanged between Bul- 
garia and the Reich since they 
were brothers-in-arms in the World 
War.” 

The Bulgarian officials left Salz- 
burg tonight for Sofia. 

Germany has emphasized repeat- 
edly that it wants only peace in the 
Balkans, source of much of its 
oil and food supplies. The frontier 
revisions necessary to insure peace 
in this region are expected to be 
agreed on by Bulgaria, Rumania 
and Hungary themselves, author- 
ized sources said. 

These sources intimated a round- 
table conference among the three 
nations might soon settle the ques- 
tion of frontiers. In the 1919 post- 
war settlements Hungary lost 
Transylvania and Bulgaria lost
